With a cynical arrogance seldom 
matched, the slimy reptile William Ran- 
dolph Hearst again shoots his venom at 
the working class through the medium of 
his strike-breaking press. 


Hearst is furious at the “premature” 
exposure cf the plots by bankers and in- 
dustrialists to foist a fascist dictatorship 
on the American people. His latest edi- 
torial poison is distilled in the hopes of 
diverting the attention of the people from 
these fascist manc:vers and thus give 
them a chance to mature. 


The impression Hearst artfully tries to 
impart is that he is opposed to both Com- 
munism and fascism, but wants to “pre- 
serve a democracy. which is. just to all.” 
Yet, while his editorial is full of the most 
vicious slander against the working class 


and its Communist Party, NOWHERE 
DOES HE ATTACK FASCISM! 


The American working class, he says, 
is a “selfish class who has not the ability 
or the desire to govern wisely” because, 
like the proletariat of Rome, American 
workers have “the lowest intelligence, the 
least industry and the least thrift!” 


“We do not want to have to resort to 
a Fascist movement in order to have to 
prevent such misgovernment,’ this 
spokesman for capitalist corruption de- 
clares.

UNITED FARMERS MAP 1935 
FIGHT AGAINST OPPRESSORS 


BERKELEY, Cal., Nov. 26—A 
clear call to the small and middle 
farmers of California to unite in 
struggle against the power mono- 
polists, the AAA, the bankers and 
farmers’ cooperative association 
bureaucrats was sounded at the 
conclusion of the first state con- 
vention of the United Farmers’ 
League held at Comrades Hall 
here Saturday and Sunday. 


Thirty-eight delegates, repre- 
senting 14 major. agricultural 
counties of the state, attended the 
convention. Fraternal delegates 
numbered eight and included 
those from the Finnish and Yugo 
Slavic Workers’ Ciubs, one from 
the C.& A. W.I.U., one each from 
the I. L. D. and the Communist 
Party of Tulare, and three from 
the Conn Valley Farmers’ Pro- 
gressive Association. 


At Saturday’s meeting a plan of 
work for 1935 was outlined and 
an- affair was held in the evening 
at. wliich Leo Gallagher was. the 
hain speaker. Sunday the dele- 
gates were divided into various 
groups for discussion of problems 
related to poultry producers, fruit 
growers, and for discussion. of 


methods of farmer organization 
around local issues. 

The question of exorbitant pow- 
er rates charges by the P.G.& E, 
and other monopolies was an is- 
sue upon which every delegate 
could speak heatedly. As a result, 
plans were outlined for the set- 
ting up of local, community “pow- 
er committees” which are to co- 
operate with a state power com- 
mittee in presenting the demands, 


which also were formulated by 
the convention. 

These demands include: (1) a 
50% reduction of power rates; (2) 


elimination of the demand charge; 
(3) farmer control of meter in 
spection. An amendment to these 
demands included one for a _ cor- 
responding reduction in gas rates 
as applied to poultry producers. 

Poultry producers are to. or 
ganize around a struggle. to bring 
about rank and file control in the 
assoMations of whith they are 
members. The egg men also are 
té6 wage a battle for a uniform 
grading system whereby the as 
sociations will, not be able to re- 
grade e&gs and make a profit at 
the expense of both the producer

Militantly carrying on_ their 
strike, picketing carmen yester- 
day continued their eftorts to 
prevent scabs from running 
street cars through the city. 
Last night all traffic was held 
up for an hour on downtown 
Broadway when police attacked 
pickets with tear gas and clubs. 
‘Ten workers were arrested and 
many, including one policeman, 
were injured as the strikers 
fought back heroically. Nearly

fifty have been injured in at- 
tacks by police and company 
thugs in the three-day strike, 
and what cars are running are 
manned by scabs working be- 
hind heavy wire screens and 
convoyed by police cruising 


cars. Sympathy of the workers 
of Los Angeles with the strike- 
ers is widespread and many are 
refusing to use the street cars 


until the strike is won. 
Reports of a “truce” being

SANTA M:z ARIA, A, 
26.—With the ranks of the 3,000 
lettuce strikers hoiding solid and 
their spirits high, representatives 
of their unions were to meet to 
day with the growers and Federal 
and State arbitrators to discuss 
their demands. 

The strike has tied up the 
dalupe Valley fields for 
than a week. Picket lines, learn 
ing that some big growers were 
trying to bring in scabs at meght, 
themselves patrolled the highway 
at night. The mobilization ad 
highway and_ special police has 
not dampened their spirits and 
realizing that a settlement must 
be made quick now before the 
crop spoils, they are contident ot 
holding fast for victory. The 
strike began when the Aug. 14 
agreement with the workers was 
broken by the ranchers and a cut 
in pay from 30 cents an hour to 
25 cents was attempted. 

Mexican, white and Filipino 
workers (the latter in the Filipino 
Workers’ Union) came out. then 
the American Packers’ Union and 
the Vegetable Packers’ Associa- 
tion, pressed by their rank and 
file, joined. The tie-up was conr 
plete and though a few truckloads 
were able to leave the ficlds, it 
was only under a heavy cordon 
of police with machine guns. 

The solidarity of these workers 
of different races has told the 
bosses in no uncertain terms that 
they are determined to win. Many
